Cal., Sept. 26—(UP)—Construc­ 
tion of the world’s greatest elec­ 
tron microscope has b een started 
in the lab oratories of the phy sical 
science department here. 
It will have a magnify ing pow­ 
er of 150,000 times, which will 
exceed b y 50,000 times the great­ 
est one b uilt to date. 
The instrument will b e b uilt 
under the direction of Dr. Ladi- 
slaus Marton, newly appointed as­ 
sociate on the Stanford 'faculty , 
and one of the world’s outstanding 
ex perts on electron microscopes. 
The work will b e carried on under 
a $65,000 grant from the Rocke­ 
feller Foundation. 
The microscope under construc­ 
tion, Dr. Marton said, will b e 
merely a “service one” to carry 
out a vast numb er of scientific 
research prob lems. 
To Build Dream 'Scope 
Eventually , 
Dr. 
Marton 
will

THE FINANCIAL INTERES T OF S OCIALIS TS 
A correspondent who says he has been contrib 
uting to the cause for most of forty years makes 
this statem ent: 
“The defenders of the cause (socialism) get 
nothing fo r their services. An unbiased court 
would concede the benefit of the doubt to the one 
having no financial, interest in the m atter.” 
Inasmuch as this is the same attitude taken 
by most all New Dealers and most socialists, 
it is a statem ent that should be analyzed. 
The fact of the m atter is that the socialists 
have much greater potential financial interest 
in the wealth at stake than has the man own­ 
ing the wealth. This is true for the following 
reasons: 
The owner of wealth has no hope of ever 
attaining the control of all wealth of all men, 
while the socialist can hope his group will get

WHAT DETERMINES AMERICAN

A contributor in the Clearing House asks us 
to tell by tvhat authority we determine un- 
American conduct. 
The answer to this is whether it follows a 
universal rule; that is, whether all people are 
equally free to produce under the same terms. 
It is determined by the words ‘‘equal ’, “same”, 
and “all”. All men have the same, or equal, 
inherent rights. 
This same contributor also asks whether we 
always determine what is American in the same 
way. He says he does not recall our objecting 
to the local school board, a few years ago, repu­ 
diating a contract with a certain speaker who 
was to speak in Santa Ana. 
Certainly, we did not object to the board 
repudiating 
a contract. This was an entirely 
different m atter from the Oklahoma officials 
refusing Lindbergh the right to speak in a pub­ 
lic auditorium. The Santa Ana board was to pay 
this man to speak, We objected to the Board of 
Education forcing people to help 
pay for a 
speaker who, we believed, advocated an 
en­ 
larged totalitarian government. One of the ob­ 
jections for the government owning buildings 
is that it has to make decisions as to whether 
it will rent a building to different speakers or 
not. This gives the majority, or the officials, 
power to overrule the inherent rights of the 
minority. 
Yes, any time the Register is not consistent 
and does not constantly strive for a very limited 
government, under which all people have the 
same inherent rights, we will appreciate it if our 
readers will call our attention to any discrepancy. 
In this case, however, there was no discrep­ 
ancy, because they were not parallel cases.

power over the lives of all men in the future. 
He can hope that he will be the deciding indi­ 
vidual who will have the final control. 
And when they say they have no financial 
stake in the wealth of the country and, thus, 
pose as having a disinterested benevolence and 
a purity of motives, they are speaking contrary 
to all history. 
Do Hitler and Stalin have any financial in­ 
terest in the wealth that is created in Germany 
and Russia ? Does Roosevelt have any ability 
to control the finances of our country? He even 
has the power to change the value of our money. 
Is the man who is attem pting to rob a bank 
interested in the wealth that he is attempting 
to acquire? 
Yes, the socialists have a very definite finan­ 
cial interest in all the wealth that is created. 
They would confiscate it by the force of the 
majority. They would use sheriffs and police­ 
men, by the tax route and by regimentation of 
every human being, to get control of the wealth 
and rule the lives of o ther people. And, yet, 
they have the nerve to say their statements and 
their opinions should have more weight than the 
opinions of the people who have more nearly fol­ 
lowed definite, predictable rules on social rela­ 
tions. The man who has created wealth under a 
democracy has learned to respect the inherent 
rights of other people. They recognize the law 
of equal 
freedom. 
They 
recognize that each 
man is entitled to the fruits of his labor. They 
recognize a definite law. But the socialists recog­ 
nize no law but force and coercion—the coercion 
and force of the majority. And, yet, they pose 
as humanitarians and as wise men with dis­ 
interested motives. If there ever were a delusion 
and a snare, it is 
the statem ent 
that New 
Dealers and socialists have no financial interest 
in the wealth of the country. It is true they 
have not created it, but their aspirations to con­ 
trol all the wealth and get it by force warp their 
judgment infinitely 
more 
than the judgment 
is warped of the man who, on a free market, 
has created his own wealth and preserved it. 
Of course, the columns of this paper are open 
for any evidence to substantiate the claim that 
the socialists are entitled to more consideration 
in an unbiased court as to how wealth should 
be managed, than the man who sacrificed and 
worked and created 
the wealth.
